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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the amendment filed 6/10/2004. Claims 1-1 1 are pending and are 
under examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hasegawa (USP 6,420,914), prior art of record. Figure 1 of Hasegawa shows a controllable 
current source comprising a first and a second supply terminals (ground and VDD), an output 
terminal (OUTPUT TO LPF), a first current path (13, 14), a second current path (11, 12), each 
current path has a supply side current control device (11,14) activatable by a current control 
signal (UP*, DN), an output side current adjustment device (12, 13) in series to the current 
control device for adjusting a current caused by activation of the respective current control 
device, characterized that the current paths are each allocated a potential adjustment device (15, 
16), by means of which, when the current source control device of the current path is inactive, a 
predetermined adjustment potential (closed to the potential ground and closed to the potential 
VDD. See column 4, lines 45 and 50. A potential closed to the potential ground or closed to the 
potential VDD is construed to be lying in between VDD and ground), whose value lies between 
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the two supply potentials, is applied to an intermediate section lying between the current control 
device and the current adjustment device as called for in claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 2, the current control device (1 1, 14) has at least one FET 
whose forms a section of the current path. 

Regarding claim 3, the current adjustment device (12,1 3) has at least one FET, whose 
channel forms a section of the current path. 

Regarding claim 4, junction voltage of the transistors 1 1 and 12 is different from the 
junction voltage of the transistors 13 and 14. 

Regarding claim 5, junction voltage of the transistors 1 1 and 12 is closer to ground than 
the junction voltage of the transistors 13 and 14. 

Regarding claim 6, the adjustment potential for one of the two current paths is 
approximately equal to that potential which is present at the intermediate section of this current 
path when the current control device of this current path is activated. 

Regarding claim 9, down stream integrator is the loop filter 105 of figure 6. 

Regarding claim 10, down stream VCO of figure 6. 

Regarding claim 1 1, a phase detector, VCO (column 1, lines 15-30), feedback path are 
seen in figure 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
